Construction  To  Start 
On  PC's  New  Dormitory 

Construction  on  Presbyterian 
College's  new  dormitory  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  by  March  15, 
President  Marshall  W.  Brown 
has   announced. 

Indications  are  it  will  cost 
$223,660  and  will  provide  room 
facilities   for  96   students. 

Dr.  Brown  said  work  will 
begin  immediately  after  a  con- 
tract is  negotiated  with  the  con- 
struction firm  which  submitted 
a  low  bid  for  the  job.  The  goal 
is  to  have  the  dormitory  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  start  of  the 
fall  semester  next   September. 

Bids  on  the  dormitory  were 
taken  from  nine  of  the  leading 
construction  companies  in  this 
area.  They  were  opened  on 
March  8  and  considered  by  Dr. 
Brown  and  the  building  commit- 
tee of  the  Presbyterian  College 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  indicated 
cost  figure  of  $223,660  was  based 
on  acceptance  of  the  lowest  bid 
submitted. 

P.  S.  Bailey  of  Clinton  serves 
as  chairman  of  the  trustee  build- 
ing committee.

The  Rev.  William  B.  Ward  of 
Spartanburg,  S.  C,  was  re- 
elected chairman  of  the  Presby- 
terian College  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  J.  F.  Jacobs,  Sr.,  of 
Clinton,  S.  C,  was  reelected 
secretary-treasurer.  Selected  to 
be  the  new  vice-chairman  was 
the  Rev.  Harry  K.  Holland  of 
Marietta,  Ga.,  who  succeeds 
George  B.  Hoyt  of  Atlanta  in 
this  position. 

A  study  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  athletic  program  brought 
unanimous  approval  by  the 
board,  with  particular  reference 
to  the  unusually  high  scholastic 
standards  now  required  of  enter- 
ing athletes. 

The  trustees  also  heard  various 
reports  made  by  PC  President 
Marshall  W.  Brown  and  board 
committees,  and  they  gave  Dr. 
Brown  a  rising  vote  of  appre- 
ciation for  his  work  with  the 
institution.

Guidance  Center  Perforins  Needed  Service 


The    Vocational    Guidance    Center    was    established    at    Pres 
College  last  September,  and  it  already  has  proved  itself  a  worth- 
popular   feature   of   the   Collet 

Its    purpose    is    to    help    young    people    choose    the    occupations 
which   they   are   best   qualified.   The   range   of   those  persons   who    have 
n   advantage  of  this  opportunity   includes:

The  Guidance  Center  is  under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  Presbyterian 
College  and  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina.  Although  it  is  a  part 
College    program,    the    Center    operates    independently    for    any    person 
ng   the   service.    High    school   boys    and    girls    have    com. 
the    state,    and    thus    far    their    number    has    exceeded    the    large 
number  of  PC  students  taking   part.

the  counselor  discusses  the  results  of  the  tests,  explores  the  occupation- 
al and  educational  areas  for  which  the  person  is  best  suited,  assists  in 
working  out  a  program  to  achieve  the  desired  goals,  and  gives  sug- 
gestions and  requirements  about  securing  employment  or  seeking 
.  admission  to   educational   institutions. 

4-Written  reports-sent  to  the  home  church  in  addition  to  profile 
sheets  and  other  records  of  tests  for  the  person  counseled  to  take 
with  him. 

Dr.  Thayer  points  out  that  no  fee  for  this  service  is  required  of 
members  of  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  or 
other  synods.  Young  people  from  other  synods— particularly  the  Synod 
of  Georgia,  which  shares  control  ot  Presbyterian  College-may  share 
this  service  as  openings  permit. 

The,  amount  of  time  required  to  complete  the  full  procedure  of 
testing  and  guidance  is  usually  eight  to  ten  hours  for  each  individual 
It  is  preferable  to  spread  this  over  two  days  but  may  be  accelerated 
through  advance  information  provided  the  counselor  Similarly  Dr 
Thayer  prefers  to  limit  groups  to  two  persons,  but  where  long  distances 
of  travel  are  involved,  he  may  increase  the  number  under  sp-cial 
arrangements. 

This,  generally,  is  how  the  Vocational  Guidance  Center  at  Presby- 
terian College  has  operated  during  its  opening  months.  It  has  proved 
its  effectiveness.  And  Dr.  Thayer  has  expressed  satisfaction  over  the 
enthusiastic  way  in  which  the  Center  and  its  service  have  been  re- 
ceived by  Presbyterians.
